“Liverpool, Dec. 9, 1822. 


“IT have never had occasion to write to any 
one under such peculiar circumstances of en- 
barrasment, affliction and depression, as on the 
present occasion. Every faculty | ever pos- 
sessed seems to have left me, my very hand 
almost refuses to obey my wishes; hence this 
communication must be disjointed and imper- 
fect—l1 will endeavour to give you a recital of 
the awful scene I have been called to wit- 
ness. 

You are already aware that we left the 
Capes of Dalaware on 13th Nov. at Night, 
having got under way that morning from 
Reedy Island; we came to sea in a gale of 
wind from northeast; the next day was favour- 
able for 12 hours and gave a good offing, the 
following nine days there was a N. E. wind 
drove us as far S. as lat. 35. Notw.thstand- 
ing this and subsequent rough weather, we 
made Mizenhead (30 miles west of Cape 
Clear) on the 4th Dec. at 2 P. M. passed Cape 
Clear light at 8 P.M. and Oldhead light at 
midnight; on the 5th at noon, Tuscar light 
bore west, distant 6 miles—wind fresh from 
southwest with rain, stood N, E. for Holyhead,

From late London papers. 
EARTHQUAKE IN SYRIA. 


We lay before the public an extract from 
the official communications of Mr. Barker, the 
Consul at Alleppo, to the Levant Company, 
slescribing the late dreadful earthquakes in 
Syria. ‘The loss of life, the number maimed 
and wounded, the destruction of property, the 
length of time during which the shocks have 
been continued, the diseases to which the ex- 
pose of the people to the sun by day, and the 
cold dews by night, have given rise—all give 
to this calamity a peculiarly awful character. 
We doubt whether the famous earthquake at 
Lisbon was productive of the same extent of 
misery. We are sure the sympathy of the 
public will be deeply excited by this perusal. 

(EXTRACTS.) 
* Near the ruins of Antioch, Sept. 13, 1822. 

“It has fallen to my lot to relate the parti- 
culars of an event that has thrown most of the 
families of this part of Syria into sorrow and 
mourn ng, and all into the greatest difficulties 
and distress. 

“On the 18th of August, at half past 9 in 
the evening, Aleppo, Antioch, Idlid, Riha, 
Gisser, Shohr, Darcoush, Armenas, every vil- 
lage and every detached éottage in this Pa- 
shalia, and some towns in the adjoining ones, 
were in 10 or i2 seconds entiriely ruined by 
an earthquake, and are become heaps of 
stones and rubbish! in which, on the lowest 
computation, 20,000 human beings, about a 
tenth of the population, were destroyed, and 
an equal number maimed or wounded! The 
extreme points, where this terrible phenome- 
non was violent enough to destroy the edifices 
seem to be Diabekir and Merkab, 12 leagues 
south of Latuchin, Aleppo and Scanderoon, 
Killis and Kahn Shekoou. All within these 
points have suffered so nearly equally, except 
Oria and Latacinia which have suffered much, 
that it is impossible to fix on a central point. 
‘The shock was sensibly felt at Damascus, Ade- 
po and Cyrus. 

“To the east of Diabekir, and north of Kil- 
lis, 1 am not well informed how far the effect 
extended in those radii of the circle. The 
shock was felt at sea so violently within two 
leagues of Cyprus, that it was thought the ship 
had grounded. Flashes of the fire were per- 
ceived at various times throughout the night, 
resembling the light of the full moon, but at 
no place to ny Knowledge has it left a chasm 
of any extent, although in the low grounds 
slight crevices are every where to be seen, 
and out of many of thein water issued, but 
soon alter subsided. 

“There was nothing remarkable in the 
weather or state of the atmosphere. Edifices 
on the summit of the hignest mountains, were 
not safer than buildings situated on the banks 
of rivers, or en the beach of the sea. 

“It is impossible to convey an adequate 
idea of the scenes of horror that were simul- 
taneously passing on the dreadful night of the 
i3th August. The awful darkness, the con- 
unuance of the most violent shocks at short 
intervals, the crash of falling walls, the 
shrieks, the groans, the accents of agony and 
despair of that long night, cannot be describ- 
ed. When at length the morning dawned, 
and the return of light permitted the people 
to quit the spot on which they had been pro- 
videntially saved, a most affecting scene en- 
sued. 

You might have seen many unaccustomed 
to pray, Some prostrate, some on their knees 
aduring their Maker. Others there were run- 
ning into ene’ another’s arms, rejoicing in 
their existence. An air of cheerfalness and 
brotherly love animated every countenance. 

“Ina public calamity, in which the Turk, 
the Jew, the Christian, the Idolator, were in- 
discriminate victims, or objects of the care of 
an impartial Providence, every one for a time 
lorgot his religious animosities, and what was 
a sull more universal feeling in that joyful 
moment, every one looked upon the heaviest 
losses with the greatest indifference. But as 
the sun’s rays increased, they were gradually 
reminded of the natural wants of shelter and 
of food, and became at length alive to the full 
extent of the dreary prospect before them, for 
a greater mass of human misery has not often 
been produced by any of the awful convul- 
sions of nature. A month has now elapsed, 
and the shocks continue to be felt and to strike 
terror inte every breast, night and day. ‘The 
fear that they may not cease before the rainy 
season commences, has induced these whose 
business cannot allow of their quitting the ru- 
ins of their towns, instead of rebuilding their 
houses, to construct temporary hovels of 
wood without the walls, and many families, 
whe thought themselves before this calamity, 
straitly lodged in a dozen of apartments, now 
exult in the prospect of passing the winter in 
a single room, 20 feet square. 

“ The spacious mansion that has been the 
residence of the British Consul! at Aleppo for 
230 years is completely ruined. The houses 
of all the other public agents and private in- 
dividuals at Aleppo have been likewise en- 
tirely ruined. At Aleppo, the Jews suffered 
the most on account of their quarter being 
badly built with narrow lanes. Out of a po- 
pulation of 3,000 souls, 600 lives were lost. 
Of the Europeans, only one person of note, 
Signor Esdra di Picciotto, Austrian Consul 
General, and 10 or 12 women and children 
perished, but the greater part are now suffer 
ing from ophthalmia and dysenteries, occa- 
sioned by their being exposed to the excessive 
heats of the day and the cold dews of night. 
When it is considered, that two-thirds of the 
familics in Aleppo have neither the means of 
making a long journey, to remove to a town. 
out of the effect of the earthquake, nor of 
building a shed to keep off the rain, it is im- 
possible to conceive all the misery to which 
they are doomed the ensuing winter, or ever

sion and charity of the opulent, whom it has 
fleased God to filace in happier regions of the 
Gloée. 

“ Here planks and fuel are cheap, and the 
people have the resource of tiles, which they 
were taught by the crusaders in their long 
residence at Antioch; but in Aleppo, where 
wood is very dear, they have no contrivance 
tokeep out rain but freestone walls and flat 
roofs, made of a very expensive cement.” 

“ Near the Ruins of Antioch, September 
20, 1822.—I am sorry to say that shocks, of 


: the earthquake continue to be felt to this day, 


the S6th after the principal shock and no 
change has taken place in the sgate of desola- 
tion which that dreadful catastrophe has pro- 
duced.” 

“ Oct. 18, 1822.—Till the 9th inst slight 
shocks of earthquakes continue to be felt. 
since that day they have entirely ceased, but 
confidence in a continuance of safety from 
that dreadful calamity is not restored, and al- 
though the rains and cold weather render our 
sheds very inconvenient’ habitations, nobody 
is yet inclined to sleep under a roof supported 
by walls.”

Joseph R. Ingersoll, Esq. on behalf of the 
committee appointed at the last meeting nade 
the following report. 

“ ‘he committee to whom were referred the 
arrangements for consecrating the church, and 
for the sale and distribution of the pews, 

Report, That preparations are made to con- 
secrate the building on Thursday the 27th 
instant, at which time a collection be made in 
aid of the funds of the church. 

In relation to the sale of the pews the com- 
mittee recommended the adoption of the fol- 
lowing rules : 

Ist. The right of sclecting a new shall be- 
long to the person aking the highest and best 
bid for that privilege. The choice to be made 
before another pew is, in like manner, offered 
for sale. 

The pews shall thus be successively appro- 
printed to the best bidders, until the imme- 
diate wants of the congregation are supplied. 

A limit is fixed to the priceof each class of 
fiewas, below which the interest of the church 
will not yustify a sale. 

2d. One fourth of the purchase money to 
be paid immediately. ‘he remainder, if more 
agreeable to the purchaser, in three equal an- 
nual instalments with interest. 

3d. Each purchaser shall hold a fee simple 
ownership in his pew with the privilege of 
selling it athis pleasure, subject to the appro- 
bation of the vestry. © The right of ownership 
to be liable to forfeiture for non-payment of 
rent under such rules as the corporation may 
from time to time adopt. 

4th. The sale shall take place in the church 
on Friday the 28th instant, at three o’clock in 
the afternoon. 

The committce beg leave to add that the in- 


ternal structure of the edifice is now comple- 
ted in all fts necessary parts. An organ and 
the sacramental plate are still to be provided. 
The exterior of the building agreeably to the 
original design is yet unfinished. It is suscept- 
ible, however, of being completed with an ef- 
fect corresponding in taste and beauty with 
that of the interior, whenever the liberality of 
the contributors shall render it prudent to in 

cur the additional expenditure. 

The Committee feel it incumbent on them 
to state that the services of Mr. William 
Strickland, active, useful and unintermitted as 
they have been, were the result entirely of his 
own liberality. As a mark of respect there- 
fore for his merit as an architect, and ofa just 
feeling for his kindness, and as a grateful tho’ 
inadequate return for the liberal and unreward- 
ed devotion of his skill, taste and talents, at 
firstin suggesting the plan and throughout in 
superintending the construction of the building, 
it is recommended that the pew No. 16, be 
tendered for his acceptance with the thanks 
of the contributors te St. Stephen’s Church. 

The Committee also recommend that the 
thanks of the contributors be given to Mr. 
John O’ Neil, the carpenter, Mr. John Struther 
the marble mason, Mr. Daniel Groves, the 
mason, Mr. James Allen, plaisterer, and Mr. 
John Kenworthy, the painter, for the fidelity 
with which they have performed their sever- 
al duties. 

Itis due to Mr. Strickland to state that the 
Church is indebted to him for the donation of 
two very elegant tablets of white Italian Mar- 
ble, which Mr. Struther with equal liberality 
has offered gratuitously to engrave. The lat- 
ter gentleman has still farther extended his 
kindness by presenung a marble baptismal 
font. 

‘The Committee offer for the consideration 
of the contributors a sketch of a charter or 
constitution for the government of the Church. 

Which Rep rt having been read, was on 
motion of Peter A. Browne, Esq. adepted. 

The Constitution of the Church reported 
by the Committee was then read, considered 
and adopted. 

On mation of C. C. Biddle, Esq. it was re- 
solved that the proceedings of the meeting 
with the report of the Committee be published 
in the daily newspapers.

DEBATE ON “ THE DOCUMENTS.” 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
FEBRUARY 5. 
(CONTINUED.) 


Mr. Campsett, of Ohio, said, from the 
course which the gentleman from New York 
had taken, he felt himself called upon to make 
a remark or two in defence of his origi- 
nal motion, which the gentleman from New 
York seemed to consider so unnecessary. It 
might be owing to the advantage which that 
gentleman possessed over other gendemen, 
that he had been able to discover who had 
made the disputed erasure. It is well known, 
said Mr. C. that such is the structure of the 
human mind, that less evidence is necessary 
to convince some minds than is necessary 
to convince others. For my part, I am slow 
to believe in such facts as he charges on Mr. 
Dickins. It may be considered as an undeni- 
able fact however, that some frerson has caused 
the suppression of this paragraph of a docu- 
ment. The object of the inquiry which 1 
have proposed is, to ascertain who this per- 
son was. It is proved not to have been the 

rimers: that is put beyond question.— 
Whether it was some person in this House, 
or attached to this House, or to the Treasury 
Department, is a subject fcr inquiry, and the 
proof submitted by the committee docs not 
warrant, to my mind, the conclusion at which 
the gentleman from New York seems to have 
arrived. I will admit that, by straining the 
testimony, you may infer that Mr. Dickins 
himself may have made the erasure. I have 
examined the evidence with attention, how- 
ever, and have not satisfied myself on that 
point. As I presume many other members 
are in the same situation with myself, itseems 
necessary that the first part of this resolution 
should be adopted, whatever becomes of the 
remainder of it. Mr. C. then proceeded to 
notice the observations of Mr. FLoyb, and to 
show that there is such an analogy between 
the two objects of the resolution as to justify 
their connexion. He did’ not wish it to ap 
pear that any person had been privy to this 
erasure with ap intention to commit a fraud 
upon the House; but such had been the et- 
fect of the erasure’ He did not expect to ob- 
tain conclusive proof upon the subject by fur- 
ther investigation. Ifany person would com- 
mit a fraud of this description, he would not 
do it openly, and any one who had made the 
erasure with fraudulent intention, would doubt- 
less perjure himself to conceal it. 

Mr, Top here inquired, whether the hour 
for the orders of the day had not arrived, and, 
being answered by the Speaker in the affirma- 
tive, he objected to the continuance of this 
discussion. 

Mr. Matrary suggested, that it would be 
better to go though with the business now in 
hand, in order to finish it, and the House 
might have but one debate at atime on the 
tapis. With this view he moved to suspend 
the rule which limits the discussion of origi- 
nal motions to the first hour of each day’s sit- 
lpg. 

‘The question being taken on the motion to 
suspend the rule, it was decided in the affirma- 
tive—Ayes 116; Noes 33. 

Mr. (amepet resumed the thread of his 
remarks. The proof, he said, was not conclu- 
sive that Mr. Dickins made these marks. As 
to the argument that all the marks, those ac- 
knowledged and that which is dened, being 
made by the same pencil—if I know any thing 
about pencils, said Mr C. they all make the 
same kind of maras. That argument, there- 
fore, can have no weight with me in the de- 
termination of the question, Mr. C. then re- 
capitulated the objects of the part of the reso- 
lution which was yesterday added, at Mr. 
Cook’s suggestion, to show its analogy to the 
original proposition. The objects of inquiry 
which it proposed were proper in themselves, 
and proper also to show whether any motive 
of concealment would probably have induced 
the suppression of these passages in the let- 
ters. On the supposition, for the sake of ar- 
gumen, that the Secretary of the Treasury, 
or his Clerks, had such a motive, the inquiry 
into that fact was certainly so nearly connected 
with the inquiry into the fact of who made the 
erasure, kc. that k ought not to be stricken 
out of the resolution. 

Mr. Arcuer, of Virginia, expressed his 
regret that any difficulty should exist as to the 
form of inquiry into any of the particulars em- 
braced in the resolution, because he believed 
there would be no difference of opinicn when 
the question of inquiry in any shape came to 
be voted upon. What are the grounds, he 
asked, on which the first part ofthe resolution 
recommends itself to our attention? ‘There 
has been a mutilation of the records of the 
House. Will any.man deny that it is the duty 
of this house to prosecute an inquiry in a case 
of this sori, to ascertain who were the authors 
of the mutilation? No mancan deny the fact, 
the power of the House to investigate the mat- 
ter, or the duty of the House to exercise that 
power on this occasion. No man denies 
either of these points, said he, and yet we are 
kept two days debating it. The very fact that 
there has been a mutilation of the records is 
sufficient. But, when the inquiry is proposed, 
of what sort is the objection made to it? Why, 
that members of this House ought not to be 
suspected ofhaving done it. Now, I suppose, 
or might suppose, there has been this criminal 
i) .uOn on the part of some member of this 
tiouse ; how js the fact to be ascertained, but 
by inquiry?) Gentlemen say, it will appear, 
probably, that na body has been guilty in this 
case. I think it very. probable, ap t 
iu , 
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with this accusation, so far as there is any ac- 


cusation against any member or members of | The gentleman from North Carolina last eve- 


this House. He not only undertook to consi- 
der himself the accused person; but, after dis- 
claiming the act which he supposes to be im- 
puted to himself; he turns round upon others 
—and upon whom does he turn? Upon the 
Judas among us, if there be any? No, he 
turns apd makes an accusation, remote from 
the subject before the House, against the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. He brings forward 
this irrelevant matter, which it was now pro- 
posed to strike out ef the resolution. I must, 
therefore, tell the hon. gentleman, said Mr. A. 
that he has no claim to our sympathies, after 
the part he has acted. What I have to say, is 
a case brought before the House, contested 
by no one, that there has been a mutilation of 
the records of the House. No one denies the 
propriety of an inquiry into it. The remedy, 
if the act be fixed upon any individual, will be 
the expulsion of the member, if it be a mem- 
ber of this House; or the prosecution of the 
offender, if it be any other than a member. 
There are, then, in favour of the inquiry, fact, 
power, duty, and remedy. Mr. A. concluded 
by suggesting to the gentlemen from North 
Carolina to withdraw his motion to strike out 
the latter part of the resolution.

Mr. Axrcuenr, (in explanation.) I under- 
stood the gentleman whose remarks are re- 
ferred to, to say they did noi mean an illusion 
to any one, but wished the inquiry to know 
whether or not any member had been con- 
cerned in this thing. I understood the gen- 
tlheman to exclude any particular illusion. 
Neither did I mean to say that the gentleman 
accused himself; I only meant to suggest 
that he committed an indiscretion in assuming 
that he was accused. 


Mr. Cook resumed. I think, said he, it 
must be within the recollection ofevery mem- 
ber, that the Chair decided, yesterday, that it 
was proper I should go into an investigation 
of the testimony, taken before the committee, 
because such an imputation had been made 
upon me. If gentlemen choose to diclaim the 
allusion to me, I am gratified at their doing 
so. But the remarks of gentlemen could not 
have been misunderstood; they were not 
misunderstood. What then, was my course? 
‘To sit still, and permit the mantle of disgrace 
to fall upon me without resistaffce, and with- 
out attempting to demonstrate that the pre- 
sumption which scems to be indulged in was 
much more strongly met by presumption 
of a different character? It seemed to me 
that the the tenor of a!l the observations made 
yesterday, as I understood it, and as I was 
sure every member of the House understood 
it, was to Cast imputations on me. It was ask- 
ed of me, not here or there, but every where, 
Are you ready for the gallows? I was glad to 
find the question put to me in such a manner 
as to show that they universally felt a con- 
tempt and disgust at what those who asked it 
supposed to be an unfounded and ungenerous 
attack upon me. I brought forward by way 
of amendment, that which the gentleman 
from Virginia supposes to be irrelevant mat- 
ter, to show that the presumption of guilt was 
elsewhere than with me. I adverted to what 
I considered abuses, which, if proved, would 
show that the presumption of guilt in this 
matter might rest elsewhere. As for the sym- 
pathics of the gentleman—I have no doubt, 
from his character, he will do me justice ; and 
I ask for no sympathy from any body; but 
forjusticemercly. For four years thatl have 
had a seat here, I have had every reason to 
believe that every person brought before this 
House will receive justice at its hands.

The motion to amend being withdrawn, and 
the question being on agreeing to the resolu- 
tion as it is stated in the commencement of 
of to-day’s proceedings— 

Mr. M‘Lase, of Delaware, rose to express 
his views of this subject. I raise not, said he, 
to accuse any one, but to vindicate, as far as 
my impressions go, some who have been ac- 
cused. With regaed to the member from 
Illinois, we have his déclarations, in the com- 
mittee and in this House, that he is free from 
any imputation as to the marking or suppres- 
sion of this paper; and his declarations are 
conclusive until proof be produced to the con- 
trary; and, in relation to him, I shall require 
strong proofs.

EXTRACT of the 27th. Section of the Health Law, 
published for the information and government of all per 
sons who may have nuisances on their property. 

* And it shall be the duty of the said Board to cause al! 
offensive or putrid substances, and all nuisences which 
may have a tendency in their opinion to endanger the 
health of the citizens, to be removed from the streets, 
lanes, alleys, highways, wharves, docks, or any other 
part or parts of the city of Philadelphia, the district of 
Southwark, and the townships of the Northern Liberties, 
Moyamensing, and Penn, and to cause such of the pr.- 
vies within the limits aforesaid, to be emptied or correc'- 
ed with lime or otherwise at the expense of the individu- 
als who are the owners of the houses to which the said 
privies are appurtenant, as the said Board shall from 
time to time deem necessary for the bealth of the inhabi- 
tants thereof. And if the owners or occupiers of th 
premises on which any nuisance may be found, and the 
owners of the houses to which the said privies are appur- 
tenant shall, on due notice thereof, refuse or neglect to 
have the same immediately removed, emptied or correc'!- 
ed as aforesaid, he, she, or they, so refusing or neglecting 
shall forfeit and pay for every such offence any sum wot 
less than twenty, nor more than two hundred dollars, to lv 
recovered and appropriated as by this act directed. And 
the expense attending the removal of such nuisance shal! 
be recovered by the Board in any court having lawful ju 
risdiction from all corporcte bodies and individuals in cu 
due notice has been given to remove the same and a ref 
sal or negleet to do so within the time prescribed by th:
